Blue Bell, Montgomery county, the 
Adams county commissioners during 
their regular weekly meeting Tues­ 
day afternoon accepted finally from 
the contractor the new concrete and 
steel double-span bridge across Ber­ 
mudian creek in Latimore township. 
The bridge Is open to traffic. 
The new 80-foot twin span bridge 
replaces an old wooden structure and 
was built by William G. Just. Phoe­ 
nixville contractor, for $8,957. Work 
was begun on June 29 and soon after

President Roosevelt disclosed this 
policy Tuesday when

told

porters it would be necessary to in ­ 
crease the defense budget in order 
to provide $150,000,000 for new w ar­ 
ship construction 
Navy officials said recently they 


expected to start work next year on 
two more battleships, lour cruisers, 
eight destroyers and six or eight 
' .submarines. 
All these were a u th o r­ 
ized in the $1,000,000,000 expansion 
program approved by th e 1938 con­ 
gress.

President would swell defense ap ­ 
propriations to nearly $1,500,000,000.

Duke Cvril Vladimirovitch. head of 
the house cf Romanoff

proclaimed "Czar of all the Rus- 
sias.” died today in the American 
hospital here. He was 62 years old. 
The pretender to

exile in France since the bolshevist 
revolution, had been seriously ill 
for two weeks, suffering from g an­ 
grene of one leg.
